la  lay  Ia5t  discoarse  I  oltscrvcd  that  the  rcaurka- 
hlo  cliuiiKe  la  the  dW|KHitioa  and  coiidait  of  the 
Ji-ws,  which  took  place  from  the  time  of  the  Baby- 
lonisli  captivity,  may  be,  ia  a  ttieat  Iaea^ale,  at  least, 
accuaated  for,  from  the  \ery  stnkini'  falfihaent  of 
the  piophccien  of  Moses  and  Jeremiah  in  that  cap¬ 
tivity.  The  propliecies  of  Moses  conceraing  the 
calamities  and  entire  dispersion  of  the  lsra«  lites,  and 
likewise  his  propliecies,  and  those  of  others  who 
succeeded  him,  cuacerniag  their  return  to  their  own 
ciHintry,  after  their  expidsion  front  it.  and  their  dis¬ 
persion  iiito  all  parts  of  the  woild,  and  conreinint; 
their  unisperous  state  afterw  arris,  aie  so  very  re¬ 
markable,  and  add  so  much  to  the  erirleiice  of  tlie 
tliviae  mission  of  Moses,  luid  of  tliose  other  pnr^iets, 
and  coaserpieatly  to  that  ol  the  truth  oi  the  Jewish 
religion,  tliat,  alter  comJdeiiim,  as  1  have  done, 
the  inir(>r/e.f  that  were  PYpfesd^iH’WiCht  for  that 
(Hiqiose,  1  shall  make  them  the  subject  of  this  dU- 
tourse. 

Tlic  pr(>phecit;s  of  Moses  will  appmir  more  rxtia- 
orrliaary,  it  we  eoiisuh  r  the  circuiiistaiices  of  the 
I'nielites  at  the  time  la  which  they  were  lidivered. 
They  had  ju-t  lelt  Egypt,  and  had  ii'it  Ihca  obtained 
laitses.iua  of  the  laud  ofi.'aaaaa;  and  ret  .Closes 
not  only  speaks  with  the  preate'l  r'crt.uiay  of  tladi 
r  (m<iaering  that  l  oantry,  then  li  llv  peopled,  and  ia 
the  |)os>essina  of  a  itioas  far  more  powerlid  than 
lliey,  butof  tlieirlittaru  expulsion  from  that  coaatiy, 
ia  eunscrpirace  of  sins  not  then  commiited,  and  to 
appp-Jiraiico  very  unlikely  e\er  to  b«'  i  uiainiirerl,  viz. 
an  apo.tacv  fioia  their  religion,  eoafiriaed  by  lu¬ 
cent  miracles,  of  wbteh  it  was  impossible  that  the' 
siioald  entertain  the  smallest  doubt.  But  wii:.t  is 
iiitinitt'ly  more  extraordiaaty,  hi!  lurelcll  .  their  res¬ 
toration  to  tiieir  country  in  a  vei  v  di'taal  peiiod; 
and  that  after  till .  they  shm  ld  be  tlie  li.'t  of  na¬ 
il  ins,  anil  tli.it  all  the  promises  of  (iod  to  Abrahaai, 
Isaac,  and  Jacob,  would  then  be  illustriuuslv  ful- 
lilled. 

.Moses  not  only  foretold  tlie  calamities  of  tlie  Is- 
nelites,  and  their  e.xpiddoa  from  the  pioinised  land, 
roniitiimally,  in  whii  h  case  it  coulrl  not  have  been 
cuasidered  as  iiuicii  more  than  a  tiaealeiiiiig,  but 
••baolutely.  For  thus  wu  read,  Deut.  \xxi.  16, 
“And  the  Lord  said  unto  Moses,  Behold  thoii  slialt 
sleep  w  ith  thy  fathers,  and  this  people  will  rise  up, 
and  go  a  whoring  after  the  gods  of  the  strangers  of 
the  land  whither  they  go  to  be  among  them,  and 
fursiike  me,  and  break  the  covenant  wiiieh  1  have 
mado  with  them.  Then  my  anger  shall  be  kindled 
iigainst  them  in  that  day,  :ind  1  will  forsake  them, 
and  hirlc  my  face  from  tliein,  and  they  shall  be  de¬ 
voured,  and  inany  evils  and  troubles  shall  befall 


them,  so  that  they  will  say  in  that  day.  Are  not 
these  evils  tome  upon  us  because  our  tiod  b  not 
among  us?  And  I  will  surely  hide  my  face  in  that 
day  fur  all  the  evils  which  they  have  wrought,  in  that 
they  are  tamed  to  other  gods.”  Accordingly  Mo* 
ses  says,  Deut.  xxxi.  126.  “I  know  that  anarmy 
death  ye  will  utterly  ewinmt  ymimelves,  and  turn 
aside  from  the  wxy  which  I  have  coiiMnanded  yuo, 
and  evil  will  befall  you  in  the  latter  days,  because 
e  will  do  evil  in  the  sight  of  the  Lord,  to  provoke 
ini  to  anger,  through  the  work  of  your  hands.” 

As  a  nioie  solemn  wanting  still,  .Moses  was  direct¬ 
ed  to  compose  a  hymn,  in  which  particular  mention 
should  be  made  of  the  judgments  of  God  in  conse¬ 
quence  of  their  future  aiHist.acy,  a  hymn  which  ho 
was  to  cunmiit  to  writing,  and  which  the  people 
were  to  learn  by  heart.  Dent.  xxxi.  19.  “Now, 
therefore,  write  ye  this  song  for  yon,  and  teach  it 
the  children  of  Isratl.  For  when  I  shall  Itave  bro’t 
tliein  into  the  land  which  I  swaie  unto  their  fathers, 
tiiat  llowetli  with  milk  and  honey,  and  they  shall 
have  eaten  and  fdled  themselves,  and  waxen  fat, 
then  will  they  turn  to  other  gods,  and  serve  them, 
and  provoke  me,  and  break  niy  rovenent.  And  it 
shall  conic  to  pass  that  when  many  evils  and  troub¬ 
les  aie  befallen  tliein,  tliat  this  song  shall  testify 
against  tlietn,  as  a  witness  ;  for  it  shall  not  be  for- 
uUeu  out  of  the  UKHiUi  of  their  seed.  For  I  know 
icir  imagination  which  they  go  about,  even  now 
before  I  have  brought  them  into  the  land  which  I 
sware.  .Mo-.c»  therefore  wrote  the  song  the  samn 
day,  and  t.uigbt  it  the  rliildrcii  of  Israel.”  Tbb  rc- 
niaik.ddc  song,  or  poetical  composition,  reniniiis  in 
this  day  ;  and  yet  the  nation,  thmigh  warned  in  thb 
nncoutinonly  srdemn  manner,  brought  upon  them¬ 
selves  all  tlie  calamities  announced  in  it. 

This  proplieey  eoiiceruing  tlie  judgments  of  Go<l 
upon  die  israeliiisli  nation,  and  especially  so  reniark- 
.il  le  an  event  as  their  expulsion  from  the  land  of 
<  'aiiaan,  and  their  dispersion  among  all  nations,  is 
not  cunt:  ined  in  a  single  obscure  passage  in  dm 
writings  ol  .Moses,  but  it  is  repeated  again  and  again, 
in  the.  plainest  language  that  can  be  used.  Nut  b 
the  proplieey  expressed  in  general  terms  only,  but 
many  paiticidars  are  mentioned,  and  all  of  tbeni 
a'‘c  so  fully  come  to  pass,  as  is  evident  at  this  day, 
til  .1  every  person  who  gives  due  attention  to  tho 
.;a  t.  niiL-t  he  struck  with  the  correspondence. 

Y  on  w  ill  farther  observe  the  peculiar  solemnity, 
and  affection,  witli  which  these  judgments  are  an- 
nouneed.  Mad  .Moses  been  literally  the  father  of 
the  whole  uctlon,  he  ccHiId  not  have  expressed  hini- 
st If  with  more  allVctionato  concern.  l)cnt.  iv.  25. 
“  And  w  hen  thou  slialt  beget  children,  aud  childten'a 
children,  and  shalt  Itave  remained  long  in  the  land, 
and  .sliall  corrupt  yourselves,  and  make  a  graven 
image,  or  likeness  of  any  thing,  and  shall  do  evil  in 
the  sight  of  the  Lord  thy  God,  to  provoke  huii  to 
auger,  I  call  heaven  and  earth  to  witness  against 
thee  this  day,  tliat  yc  siull  soon  utterly  perish  from 
off  the  land  whereunto  ye  go  beyond  Jordan  to 
imssess  it.  Ye  shall  not  prolong  your  days  upon  it, 
but  .sliall  utterly  be  destroyed.  And  the  Lord  shall 
scatter  yon  among  tho  nationi,  and  ye  jltall  be  lelt 
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f  w  in  nuuiber  amon:;  tlic  Ho ath^n  w’litlirr  the  Lord 
*ha11  lead  ?oit,  and  there  ye  shall  serve  {rods,  the 
«f)rk  of  men's  hands,  wood  and  stone,  w  hich  neither 
nor  see,  nor  oat.  nor  smell.” 

This  is  a  sulijeet  imich  dwelt  upon  by  this  rmi- 
nent  legislator  and  prophet ;  and  in  other  passapes 
of  his  writings  some  more  firi  iimstanees  attending 
these  great  calamities,  and  this  tot.il  dispersion  of 
the  Israelites,  are  mentioned.  In  Lev.  x*;vi.  dl, 
he  siiys,  “  Vc  shall  eat  the  llesh  of  your  sons,  and 
the  tlesh  of  yonr  daughters  s'lall  ye  cat,  and  1  will 
m  ike  yonr  cities  waste,  and  hriii"  your  sain  tuaries 
to  desolation,  and  I  will  not  smell  the  savour  ol  yoiii 
sweet  odours.  And  I  will  Inin"  tlie  land  intndeso* 
latioii,  and  yonr  enemies  shall  dwell  therein,  and 
he  a'tonished  at  it.  And  1  will  scatter  yon  amoii" 
the  Heathen,  and  i  will  draw  out  a  sword  after  yon, 
and  yonr  land,  shall  he  desolate,  and  yoiirr  ities 
waste.  Tin  II  diall  the  land  enjoy  her  sathallis.  as 
Ion"  as  it  lii'th  de-olate,  and  ye  be  in  yonr  eiicimes' 
land  ;  even  tlien  sliall  tlie  land  rest,  and  enjoy  her 
•vibb  itlis.  And  yc  shall  perish  amoii"  the  Heathen, 
cn  1  the  land  of  your  enemies  shall  eat  yon  up. 

Dent,  xxviii.  “The  Lonl  shall  cause  you  to 
he  smitten  before  yonr  enemies.  Thou  shalt  go 
out  one  way  against  llioni,  and  shalt  tier  seven  w  ays 
before  them,  ;md  shalt  he  removed  into  all  the  king¬ 
doms  of  tlic  earth."  Vcr.  .di>,  “The  Fmrd  .shall 
bring  thee,  and  thy  king  which  thou  shalt  set  over 
thee,  (.\nd  this  yon  will  ohseiTc  was  written  before 
the  I-raclites  h.td  any  kiii",  and  when  ti.eir  consti¬ 
tution  did  not  suppose  any,)  iinln  a  nation  wliii  h 
neither  thon  nor  thy  fathers  have  known,  and  tiuue 
.shalt  thou  serve  otliergods,  wood  and  stojje.  And 
thou  shalt  become  an  ustoni-hment,  and  a  proviuh, 
and  a  by-word,  among  the  nations  wliither  the  I,oiil 
shall  lead  tlicc."  V'er.  47,  “  IJac  an-e  llion  strved- 
cst  not  the  Lord  thy  Hod  with  joyfiiliiess  and  elad- 
ness  of  heart,  for  the  abundance  of  all  tilings,  theic- 
forc  shalt  tbmi  serve  thin''  enemies,  which  th<  I.md 
shall  send  agaiast  tlice,  in  hunger,  and  in  thirst,  ar.d 
in  n.akedncs.s,  and  in  want  of  all  tilings  ;  .nml  tin  y 
shall  be  .a  yoke  of  iron  upon  thy  neck  until  he  has 
destroyed  thee.  The  Fjord  shall  bring  against  thee 
from  afar,  from  the  ends  of  the  cartli,  as  swi.t  as  the 
eagle  flyeth,  a  nation  whose  tongue  thou  shalt  not 
understand,  a  nation  of  fierce  countenance,  wliich 
.shall  not  regard  the  person  of  the  old,  nor  -hew  fa¬ 
vour  to  the  young.  And  he  shall  eat  tlie  fruit  of 
thy  cattle,  and  the  fruit  of  thy  land,  nntii  thou  he 
tiestroyed.  .And  he  shall  besiege  thee  in  all  tlij 
gates,  until  thy  high  and  fenced  walls  come  down, 
wherein  thou  tru'tcdst.  tliroughoiit  .all  the  I  md." 
Ver.  02,  “And  ye  shall  he  left  few  in  nmnher, 
whereas  ye  were  as  the  st.ais  in  the  heaven  for  mul¬ 
titude,  because  thou  wonldest  not  obey  tlie  \oircof 
the  Lord  thy  God.  And  the  Lord  shall  .seafter 
thee  among  all  people,  from  one  eii'l  of  the  earth 
even  unto  the  other.  And  among  those  nations 
shalt  thou  find  no  case,  neither  shall  the  sole  of  thy 
foot  have  rest ;  hut  the  Lord  sliali  kivc  thee  tliore  a 
trcmhl.ng  heart,  and  fainting  of  ryes,  and  sorrow 
of  mind.”  Ver.  fiS,  “  And  the  Lord  sh  til  bring 
thee  into  Egypt  again  svith  ships,  by  tlie  way  where¬ 
of  I  spake  unto  thee.  Thou  shalt  see  it  no  more 
again.  And  ye  shall  he  sold  unto  your  enemies, 
for  bondmen  and  bondwomen,  and  no  man  shall 
buv  you.” 

•SPhe  manner  in  which  both  the  Israelites  in  dis¬ 
tant  ages,  and  strangers,  who  shall  see  the  arcom- 
plisbment  of  these  awful  predictions,  shall  he  im¬ 
pressed  by  them,  is  pcirticularly  mentioned  by  this 
prophet.”  Dent.  xxix.  82.  “The  generation  to 
ftOuic,  of  your  children  that  shall  rise  up  after  you. 


I  and  the  stranger  that  shall  come  from  a  far  land, 
shall  say,  when  they  see  the  jilagues  of  that  land, 
and  the  sicknesses  which  the  Loid  shall  lay  upon  it ; 
— even  all  nations  shall  say,  Wherefoie  hath  the 
Lord  done  thus  unto  this  laud  ?  AVhat  nieancth  the 
heat  ol  this  great  anger  ?  Then  ttiru  shall  say,  He- 
cause  tlrey  base  lorsaken  tlie  eoienant  of  the  Lord 
God  ol  their  fathers  which  he  made  with  them,  when 
I  lie  hrouglit  them  lorth  out  ol  the  laud  of  Kgvpt. 
For  they  went  and  served  other  gods,  and  worslap- 
pedtht  iii,  gods  whom  they  knew  not,  and  whom 
I  lie  h.id  not  given  unto  them.  And  the  anger  of  the 
Lord  was  kindled  again-t  tliis  land,  to  hiing  upon 
'it  ail  the  euiscs  wiiieli  are  written  in  this  hook. 

'  And  the  Lord  rooted  them  out  ot  tliis  land  in  an- 
I  ger,  in  w.atli,  and  in  great  nrdignation,  and  c.et 
I  them  into  anothei  land,  as  it  is  tliis  day. 

I  'I’hc  wr  li  known  liistory,  and  present  state  of  the 
1  Jews,  niakc  it  unnecessary  lor  me  to  rlwell  loii"  np- 
I  on  the  aeeomplidiiiitM.t  ol  these  reutaikahle  pri’phi  • 
I  l  ies.  The  extermination  and  disp'  ision  ol  tlie  1- 
I  r  u  lites  hegarr  at  tiic  e:i|  tinty  ot  the  ten  tiihes  liv 
I  the  Assyrians,  |ollow»-il  by  that  of  the  tribe  of  Jtidali 
by  the  Hahyloniaiis,  hut  was  in  the  most  signal  mai>- 
I  ner  completed  by  the  Homans,  a  ration  tliat 
j  indeed  a.m*  from  f,r  mid  uhoft  l^.r.pviige  theyiUJ 
I  not  un  ltTutund.  *I  lie  war,  eondiu  ted  by  V'espasiaii 
and  Tims,  was  dreadfully  eal.iinitous.  aitd  the  siege 
of  .lernsalem  such  as  y»t  remains  micf]tialle(l  lor 
di'tress,  and  the  rlcstnu  tion  of  men,  in  all  liistorv. 
So  great  was  the  laniiiie  with  wliirh  they  were  pres- 
sed,  that  there  aie  iintanecs  on  reeoid  rrf  woiii  ii 
actually  killing  and  eating  tlieir  own  c  Inldrcn. 

.\t  tire  elo-e  of  that  war. :  II  the  maiUets  for  ‘1  ives 
were  so  mneh  orerstm  kcdi  hy  the  Jews,  tliat  they 
i  bore  tu)  price,  and  treat  numbers  were  taken  to 
jl'.gy|  t  by  s«M,  and  di'|  osed  of  there.  But  e\(i) 
libis  was  not  the  r  on  |  K  lion  of  their  ralamities. 
I  I'nder  the  emperor  Adiiatt,  the  Jews  were  elVeetii- 
I  ally  (liiven  mil  of  Judea,  ai’d  noiu’  of  tliem  siiflereil 
.  to  reside  in  it.  From  this  time  tlie  eonniry  has 
I  gradually  become  de-eit.  so  tli.it  hardly  a  vestite  of 
t  Its  aneient  (i  iiility  can  !,«•  found.  All  the,  inliahit- 
i  anf>,  of  whom  r  ery  lew  are  Jews,  one  of  the  latest 
I  travellers  srivs  do  not  exceed  fifty  thousand, 
j  Of  the  tot<il  di  iiersiun  of  the  Jews  into  all  the 
I  most  distant  paits  of  the  world,  every  nation,  and 
I  among  them  ourselves,  are  witnesses.  For  there  is 
j  no  eonntrv  on  the  lare  of  the  eaith  in  which  Jews 
are  itot  to  he  found.  And  among  tho'C  they  hate 
!  met  with  all  the  calamities  predii  ti  d  hy  Moses. — 
I  Wlierever  they  have  pone,  the  swtvrd  has,  indee  1. 

followed  them.  We  no  where  read  ol  such  ni.iss,T- 
!  rres  as  have  been  made  of  the  Jews,  especially  in  all 
1  Clnistian  eonnliies;  and  in  eonsecjnenee  of  these 
events,  they  have  been  overt  helmed  with  dread  and 
tcrrtir,  I’earful  of  everv  thing  that  can  exjiosc  flieiii 
to  farther  ill  usage,  as  wc  sec  at  this  day  ;  so  that 
far  from  shewing  any  eageinessfo  make  proselytes, 
as  fhev  were  fortneily  wont  to  do,  they  earefiilly 
avoid  making  any,  and  give  no  encouragement  to 
the  few  who  are  disposed  to  join  them.  They  are 
also  at  this  very  time,  and  have  been  for  ages,  a  pro¬ 
verb,  and  a  hv-word,  among  all  nations,  no  people 
being  exposed  to  so  much  centetnpt  and  insult,  as 
well  as  cruel  usage  of  every  oilier  ktnd,  as  the  Jews. 
How  far  they  may  have  contributed  to  bring  this  ill 
usage  upon  themselves  is  not  at  all  material  to  my 
purpose,  the  fact  being  indisputably  such  as  Moses 
predicted. 

In  this  great  dispersion,  the  Jews  have,  in  many 
eases,  openly  abandoned  the  religion  of  their  ancM- 
tors,  professing  it  secretly,  but  concealing  it  with 
the  greatest  care.  This  has  been  particularly  the 
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f  use  with  the  Jews  in  Spain  and  Poitu^al,  wliere 
many  of  them  have  not  only  made  public  profession 
of  Christianity,  but  in  that  character  have  enjoyed 
high  offices  in  the  church,  and  even  in  the  inquisi¬ 
tion;  and  yet  when  they  have  made  tlicir  escape, 
they  have  renounced  every  badge  of  Chri-tianity, 
and  gloried  in  their  attachment  to  their  own  reli¬ 
gion. 

But  most  literally  has  tin-  prophecy  heeti  fulldled 
in  the  ten  tribes,  few  of  whom  eu  r  r«  turned  to  Ta- 
Icstinu,  and  not  bcin"  at  piCiOiit  ili-tingnidied  from 
other  nations,  they  have,  no  doubt,  adopted  their 
i  iolatrous  religions.  It  i'  not  improbable,  however, 
but  that  they  sonicwhcie  form  a  distin-t  peo|)le,  and 
that  in  due  time  tlieir  origin  may  he  di-eovernd. — 
Some  trace-  of  them  have  of  l.itc  appeared,*  Ac-  j 
torditi"  to  the  sure  word  of  proulieey,  they  are  to 
be  brought  back  to  the  huid  of  Oaiiuaii,  a-  well  as  > 
the  Jews. 

The  literal  fulfilment  of  thc-e  prophecies  con-  j 
cerning  the  cal.unities  and  total  di-persion,  ol  the 
Israelites,  must  satisfy  that  nation,  and  in  time  .dl 
mankind,  that  Moses  w.is  in-piied  in  delivciingthem. ; 
.\iid  therefore  they  have  the  fullest  conlidi  nec  in  j 
the  accuinplishinent  of  his  other  prophecies  con¬ 
cerning  their  future  restoration,  and  tiourishiag 
state,  which  are  as  di-tinet  and  express  as  those 
concerning  their  calamities,  and  far  more  numer¬ 
ous.  They  are  not  only  contained  in  .Moses,  but 
the  favorite  subject  is  resumed,  enlarged  iiporr,  and 
set  in  a  thoirsand  different  lights,  hy  Isuiuh,  and 
most  of  the  succee  Jtng  prophets.  As  this  is  a  rrmeh 
more  pleasing  subject  tliurr  the  fortrter,  and  especial¬ 
ly  as  I  Hatter  myself  we  are  trow  drawing  sensibly 
trenrer  to  the  aecompli-lmrcnt  of  the-e  piopheeie-, 

I  shall  recite  a  cott-iderable  number  of  them.  You 
will  find  them  eqn;dly  clear  and  free  front  Atnhigu- 
Ity.  so  that  there  cart' he  no  doubt  eoncemieg  their 
meaning,  and  consequently,  if  we  believe  in  revela- 
lioti,  concerning  their  literal  accornph-lmicnt. 

.Moses,  who  so  expressly  foretold  tire  dispersion 
of  the  Jews  among  the  most  di-tant  tr.itioiis  ot  t!ie 
world,  says,  Lev.  xxvi.  U.  “And  yet  for  all  this, 
when  they  shall  be  in  the  land  of  their  enemies,  1 
will  trot  cast  them  away,  rreithcr  will  1  ahlior  them, 
to  destroy  thertr  ntteily,  airJ  to  break  tny  covenant 
with  thent.  I  am  the  Lord  their  (Jod,  but  will  for 
their  sakes  rememher  the  eoveirant  ol  their  ane.es- 
turs,  whoitti  hronght  forth  out  ol  the  land  ol  Lgypt, 
tn  the  sight  of  the  lleaiheii.  that  I  rnij.it  be  ttreir 
(iod,  1  anr  the  Lord.” 

Having  foretold  the  dispersion  of  the  Israelites 
into  the  most  distant  rcuioits,  he  adds,  l)tut.  iv.  -J!». 
“  But  if  from  thence  thou  slralt  seek  the  Lord  thy 
(lod,  thou  shalt  find  lii.it,  if  thou  seek  him  with  ail 
ihy  heart,  and  with  all  thy  soiil.  When  thou  art  in 
tribulation,  and  all  tlicsc  things  are  come  upon  thee, 
even  in  the  latter  days,  if  thou  turn  to  the  Lord 
thv  liod,  and  shall  be  dredicnl  to  hi- voice  (for  the 
Lord  thy  God  is  a  merciful  God)  he  w  ill  not  forsake 
thee,  nor  destroy  thee,  nor  ibigct  the  covenant  of  | 
thy  fathers,  which  he  sware  unto  them.  Chron.  j 
XXX.  1.  And  it  shall  conic  to  pass  when  all  these
